S.O. 483(E).—Whereas in 1958 the then Ruler of Patiala transferred a part 
of his official residence, declared as such for the punx»es of paragraph 15 of 
tho Part B States (Taxation Concessions) Order. 1950, namely, tho Moti Bagh 
Palace to the State Government of Punjab for being used as the National In¬ 
stitute of Sports and also made a request to tho Central Government for declaring 
a new Palace to be constructed by nlm, namely, the New Motl Bagh Palace as 
his official residence for the purposes of tho said paragraph ; 

And whereas, though the said Ruler was entitled to have the said new Motl 
Bagh Palace declared as aforesaid, no such declaration was made by the Central 
Government! ; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of item (iii) of paragraph 15 
of the Part B States (Taxation Concessions) Order, 1950, as saved by the provi¬ 
sions of section 6 of the General Clauses Ace, 1897 (10 of 1897) and all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf, tho Central Government hereby declares the 
said New Moti Bagh Palace to hove been, as from tbe date of completion of its 
construction, the official residence of the said Ruler for all purposes.
